stead the use of artificial ultraviolet 
rays. 


Most .recently, vitamin I> has been 


prescribed in the form of irradiated 
milk products. Those, examined and 
passed by the Committee on Foods, of 
the American Medical Association, 
will bear labels indicating the amount 
of vitamin D units that they contain, 
and it is possible to compare these 
units with those of cod liver oil. 


But, even though a quart of milk 


will provide the same number of units 
of vitamin D as are provided by two 
or three teaspoonfuls of cod liver oil, 
you should see that the baby actually 
gets all the milk, to be certain that it 
gets all the vitamin D that it needs. 


For children who cannot take this 


amount of milk, it may be better to 
rely on cod liver oil or viosterol. 


Halibut liver oil, when reinforced 


wjth viosterol. has a high content of 
roth vitamin A and D. Certain food 
substances, such as egg yolk and but- 
ter, also contairi considerable amounts 
of vitamin D, but it is not well to de- 
pend on these substances alone to pro- 
vide the child with sufficient insur- 
ance against rickets.

percolator, start with cold water. Use 
2 level tablespoonfuls of coffee for 
each cup of water and 
two extra 


tablespoonfuls for the pot. This form- 
ula always applies whether you have 
a percolator or some other kind of 
pot. 


Let the water boil and the minute , 


it begins to come up through the top 
of the percolator, 
notice the time. 


When the coffee has percolated ten 
minutes, take the pot from the fire. 


Filtered coffee is made by pouring 


boiling water—but it must be actively 
boiling—over finely ground coffee. 


Gravy can be made successfully two 


ways. One way is to stir the flour into 
the proper amount of fat in the roast- 
ing pan or spider and add the right 
amount of cold water, stirring until 
the gravy 
boils 
and I is perfectly 


smooth. 


Alternate Recipe 


The other way to make it is to add 


water to the fat in the pan and bring 
it to the boiling point. Put some sift- 
ed flour into a bowl and slowly add 
cold water, stirring to make a per- 
fectly smooth 
paste. Add 
enough 


more water to make 
the paste pour 


easily mid pour into the boiling gravy 
stock. Season with salt and pepper and 
cook and stir until boiling. Use two 
tablespoons 
flour—level—to thicken 


two cups of gravy. This kind of gravy 
should boil several minutes after it 
thickens. 
It's easy to make but you 


must have the paste perfectly smooth 
and free from lumps. Lumps will not 
cook out, you see. They will swell in 
the hot stock and be even larger. 


Bacon is another simple food often 


poorly cooked. Remember that all 
cured meats must be cooked slowly. 
The curing process dries and firms 
the tissue to a certain extent, making 
it imperative to cook it over a low 
flame to prevent crisping before the 
meat is sufficiently done. Put bacon 
in aj cold spider and cook slowly, 
pouring off the fat and never letting 
it smoke. 


About Frying Bucoii 


If you fry eggs in bacon fat, return 


the bacon fat to the spider and heat 
but do not let it reach the smoking 
point. Slip the eggs into the fat, which 
should be just hot enough to cook 
the white without curling at the edges. 
Cover the frying pan and cook umil 
the white is firm and the yolks are 
pink on top. It will take about five 
minutes to fry an egg this way. Nev- 
er let the fat reach the smoking point. 


When you cook a slice of ham, trim 


some of the fat from the edges and 
rub it over a heavy iron frying pan 
which has been heated just enough to 
melt the fat and make the surface of 
the spider look shiny. Cool the spider 
for a few minutes and then put in the 
slice of ham and cook over a low 
fire.
